Eden’s Appointment Seen 
as Renewed Warning to 
Italy That Britain Will 
Bold Sanctions Stand.

LONDON, Dec. 22. 
chose young and dashing Anthony 
Eden for her foreign secretary today 
and announced a far-reaching army 
reorganization scheme in the face of 
louder war talk over Europe. 

Italy immediately took the appoint- 
ment of the 38-year-old Eden as a 
direct slap. Italians have learned to 
dislike him intensely because of his 
forceful leadership, as British minis- 
ter for League affairs, of Geneva’s 
sanction siege. 

Eden succeeds Sir Samuel Hoare, 
co-author of the Anglo-French peace 
“mistake.” 

The army reorganization, coming at 
a time when Britain is immersed in 
swift efforts to insure aid from other 
nations if Italy attacks in the Medi- 
terranean, includes mechanization of 
the entire existing cavalry division. 

Units Embraced. 

It embraces units now

British officials completed military 
preparations in Egypt as the army 
reorganization and mechanization or- 
ders were issued here. 

The orders involved not only all 
the cavalry of the British army, but 
the conversion of a number of infan- 


try units into machine gun and rifle 
battalions. 


Britain's cavalry division now con- | 


gists of two horse brigades and di- 
visional troops. These units, with a 
tank brigade, will become a mechan- 
ized and mobile division. 

There will be two mechanized cav- 
alry brigades, each consisting of two 
motor cavalry 
cavalry light tank regiment. 

The present tank brigade will re- 
tain its own identity within the mo- 
bile division. 

There is one cavalry brigade now 
in Egypt. When mechanized it will 
consist of one armored car regiment, 
one motor cavalry regiment and one 
cavalry light tank regiment. 

Foreign military observers were not 


surprised by the move. They pointed | 


to considerable experimentation in the 
use of mechanized unite, noted for 
gome time. 

Warning to Italy. 

Eden's appointment was viewed in 
London's political and diplomatic cit- 
cles as the sharpest warning to Italy 
that Prime Minister Stanley Baldwin 
could make that Great Britain is 
maintaiging a strong lead at Geneva 
for sanctions. 

it was stated authoritatively that 
Britain will push for oil and other 
eanctions as soon as all Mediterranean 
countries have promised to support 
her in case of an Italian attack. 

Rome declined to comment official- 
ly, but just before the announcement 
of Eden's appointment came from No. 
10 Downing street, a spokesman there 
told the Associated Press: 

“The appointment of Eden would 
be a menace to peace.”

Mongolia.) 

Articles in the nationalist press, no-

of soviet influence from Sinkiang, as 
well as outer Mongolia.

Minnesota Republican, 
Critic of Deal, 58, Was 
Blind Since 1907, Still 
Active Despite Handicap 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 22.—-()— 
Thomas D. Schall, blind Minnesota 
republican senator, died a: 11:31 a. 
m. today of injuries received in an 
automobile accident near here 'Thurs- 
day night. He was 58 years old. 

Schall was a caustic critic of the 
Roosevelt administration, attacking 
its policies both in speeches from the 
floor and frequent statements. 

He was elected to the senate in 
1924 as a republican. Schall first 
came to congress as a member of: the 
house in 1916, making his campaign 
at that time as an independent. In 
private life he was a Jawyer. 

He is survived by hie widow; two 
sons, Richard and Burton, and a 
daughter, Peggy. 

Struck by an automobile as_ he 
crossed a heavily traveled highway 
between Washington and Baltimore, 
near his home “Wynecrest,” Schall was 
hurled to the pavement, his skull! frac- 
tured and left leg twice fractured. His 
secretary, Orel Leen, who was escort- 
ing him across the roadway, was in- 
jured slightly. 

Brief Consciousness. 

Taken to Casualty hospital, the sen- 

ator’s condition seemed to show sjight 


improvement yesterday, when he re- 
gained consciousness for brief periods. 
He lapsed into a coma during the 


this 
morning he took a “sudden change for 
the worse.” 

None of the members of the sena- 
tor’s family was present when he died, 
Dr. Calver said. 

Schall was known for the coura- 
geous way he met blindness as well 
as for his bitter and relentless criti- 
cism of the Roosevelt administration.

Rescued From River, 
But Dies of Injuries 
Shortly Afterwards. 


HOPEWELL, Va., Dec. 22.—(7\— 
Fourteen persons met death in the icy 
watera of the Appomattox river today 
when an Atlantic Greyhound bus 
plunged through an open drawbridge. 
All the bodies had been recovered late 
tonight. 

The dead, 12 of whom had not heen 
identified, were -nine white women. 
three white men, and two negro wom- 
en. The driver, L. G. Alford, and 
J. B. Belch, of Hopewell, who escaped 
from the bus and was rescued, but 
later died. 


The following names were found on 
pieces of baggage: 

Miss Gertrude and Miss Elizabeth 
Fisher, of McKenney, Va.: Mrs. J. M. 
Gregory, of Pittsboro; N. C.: and Miss 
or Mrs. Andrews, of Pittsboro, N. C. 

It was learned from Raleigh, how- 
ever, that the baggage bearing the 
name of Mrs. J. M. Gregory, was evi- 
dently carried by Mrs. Annie Wil- 
lifams Duncan, of Pittsboro. Mrs. Greg- 
ory’s sister, Mrs. Gregory was re 
ported to be safé at her home in 
Pittsboro. 


The huge bus, raised from the 30- 
foot channel of the river tonight, show- 
ed the brakes on full, with the driver 
at his seat. 

The bus was brought to the sur 
face more than 12 hours after ft 
plunged into the ice-coated water this 
morning, but it was 11 o’élock te 
night ‘before the last of the 12 bodies 
in it was recovered. 

Body of Woman Found. 


The body of one woman was ex- 
tracted from the bus by a diver be- 
fore it was raised. 

No attempt at Identification was 
made tonight before the bodies were 
carried here to funeral homes, where 
efforts will be made to identify them. 

Hundreds of men worked all day in 
subfreezing temperatures and a snow-

The bus apparently was not serious- 
ly damaged except for the breaking of 
the glass windows.

The 
League of Nations, in this case, led 
by Great Britain, plans to make the 
conquest of Ethiopia impossible by 
the Italian army. For the moment it 
is thought that economic pressure 


might bring Mussolini to his knees. 
But beyond the economic, financial 
and other sanctions, there begins now 
to loom the possibility of military 
sanctions. And that is the danger.

No Peace Yet. 


Instead of growéfig milder, the ten- 
sion in Europe is accentuated. British 
naval precautions in the Mediterran- 
nean are constantly being reinforced. 
But Italy also keeps on sending troops 
to Libya, on the English-controlled 
frontier of Egypt. If an oil embargo 
is declared, Britain will have to take 
steps that no oil enters the African 
war zone. If the British navy stops 
one Italian ship, it means war.

France Joins Britain. 


As this is written, Italy is massing 
a huge army on the French frontier. 
For it is obvious now that France will 
join with Britain in imposing the oil 
embargo. That oil embargo is a matter 
of life and death to Italy. Either Mus- 
solini must submit hintself now, ac- 
knowledge defeat and call ‘the army 
home from East Africa, or he must 
face the combined power of France 
and Britain with a stiff upper lip. 
From what we all know of the Duce 
he is not the man to humble himself 
easily. He cannot afford to. His pres- 
tige would suffer irreparable damage 
if he admitted defeat.- His regime 
— be wiped out in a bloody revolu- 
ion. 


While Over in Africa. 


_ Marshal Badoglio has come just in 
time, perhaps, to prevent a military 
debacle in Ethiopia. At this moment 
of writing the Ethiopians have vir- 
tually captured back all the lost ter- 
ritory in the south and are back 
again at Ouala-Ouala, the place where 
the war started. In the north the Ital- 
ians have evacuated Makale. Ethiopian 
armies are invading both the Italian 
colonies of Eritrea and Somaliland 
and on both fronts the Italian com- 
manders have been compelled to de- 
tach big sections of their army in an 
effort to hold up the encircling invad- 
ers. The military situation in Ethiopia 
is bad for Italy, extremely bad. The 
economic situation at home is worse. 
It is disastrous. The whole war be- 
gins to have the appearance of a tre- 
mendous blunder, which will cause the 
ruination of the Italian economic sys- 
tem. Yet, there is time to call a halt 
and prevent a debacle, which would 
throw Italy back to the rank of a sec- 
ond or third-rate power. All depends 
on Mussolini. Will he make a quick 
peace? Or will be defy Britain and in 
leaving the scene of history slam the 
door with a big bang? The next weeks 
will tell us. We are passing through a 
very critical hour.

HEALTH TALKS 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


A man is as old as he’s feeling, a 
woman as old as she looks. One is 
as old as one’s heart. A man is as 
old as hig arteries. Age is a matter 
of feeling, not of years. These and 
similar sayings contain some truth 
as well as poetry. 

This is one of a series of talks on 
the prevention of premature senility. 
When does senility or old age begin? 
Have to decide on that before we 
can apply preventive measures, Old 
age begins, according to some doc- 
tors, about a hundred years before 
you are born. But, shucks, so does 
everything else that may happen to 
you. Oh, certainly, some persons are 
better born, better matefial in them, 
better stock, no disease handed to 
them at birth. But at worst this 
is a minor factor so far as longevity 
is concerned. How long you live and 
how well you retain your youthful 
vigor and faculties and capacity to 
lead a useful and happy life depends 
almost entirely upon your individual 
conception of how to live, whether 
you choose to follow the ways of 
health. 

The preceding talk opened with 
some morbid statistics—only four out 
of 186 overweight adults whose hearts 
were carefully studied P. M. (after 
they were through with ’em) had at- 
tained the age of 70 years, and the 
average of the heedless ones had been 
52.1 years. But I always endeavor 
to inject a cheerful note somewhere, 
so the talk closed with the happy 
suggestion that, besides an annual 
physical examination, every one over 
30 years of 7 ought to try and run 
a .mile each birthday. 

Of course there are other forms of 
effort equivalent to a mile run if 
you’re afraid the neighbors will think 
you're nuts, but we can’t stop now to 
define substitute tests. The idea of 
this mile run as a birthday celebra- 
tion is to prove to yourself that you 
still are as good a man or woman 
as you were when you were in your 
prime. If you can last a full mile 
at jog trot or any gait you like so 
long as it is a run, you may throw 
your weight about among the best of 
‘em, for you are surely fit and there's 
nothing whatevee the matter with 
your circulation. However, do not feel 
discouraged if you find yourself wind- 
ed before you reach the quarter-mile 
post. Just take it easy and keep 
your chin in. Your cue is to do, 


-say, a quarter mile or perhaps a bit 


less, in the same way, every day, or 
better twice daily. Inside of a month 
you'll go sailing past the old quarter- 
mile hitching post in fine fettle, for 
no doubt all that ailed you was flab- 
biness of the right ventricle (that’s 
the side of the heart which pumps 
the venous blood through the lungs 
for oxygenation)—flabbiness with 
maybe a touch of fatty infiltration, 
from disuse. A few weeks of intelli- 
gent training will do wonders for you. 
Not merely restore your wind, make 
you more capable to fight or to run 
away as the exigency may require, 
but you will be distinctly invigorated 
in spirit, too, for there is no question 
that physical fitness gives man oF 
woman more character, poise and per- 
sonality, more self-respect and real 
dignity. 

If it is not practicable to train run- 
ning, then at least do some kind of 
regular daily calisthenics at home, 
such as the Last Brady Symphony 
(booklet for 10 cents coin and stamp- 
ed envelope bearing your address) or 
any system of varied exercises you 
prefer.

The general public will not know 
of Eden’s elevation until Monday aft- 
ernoon because Monday morning nev’s- 
papers are not published in Italy. The 
reaction*is sure co be one of violent 
resentment. Public support of the 
government probably will be solidified 
by Britain’s action in putting its 
foreign policy in the hands of a man 
regarded as definitely anti-Italian. 

Hatred of Eden has taken strange 
forms. Not without encouragement 
from the controlled press, the people 
have ‘seized upon the dapper young 
Britisher as the embodiment of forces 
trying to prevent Italy from getting 
her “fair share” of the world’s wealth 
so long monopolized by Britain and 
other big powers. 

The I{fotel Eden, named for the 
Biblical paradise of Adam and Eve, 
has had to change its name to “il 
Paridiso.” When fascist students dem- 
onstrated against Britain a few weeks 
ago, Eden’s appeared more than any 
other on the denunciatory placards. 

First Appearance. 

Eden first appeared on the Italian 
scene as an important diplomatic fig- 
ure in June this year when his gov- 
ernment sent him to learn the full 
extent of I] Duce’s colonial ambitions 
in East Africa and to express the 
deep concern with which his majesty’s 
government regarded Italy’s military 
preparations, 

Eden and Mussolini struck sparks 
at their first meeting, according to re- 
ports uich seeped out later. I] Duce 
reportedly resented sending this 
“youngster” with his Pall Mall man- 
ner and silky moustache to deal with 
a dictator of 13 years’ experience on 
a matter of vital importance. He was 
said to have treated Eden witb 
brusqueness and lack of respect which 
at once made Eden his antagonist 

Only recently it has come out that 
Eden told Mussolini then that Brit- 
ain thought he ought to have called 
off tue war. But by June Italian mili- 
tary preparations had gone too tar 
to be canceled without Mussolini los- 
ing prestige before his people. 

Now that Eden is foreign secretary 
a new chapter in his relations with 
Mussolini begins. Italians view it 
with apprehension. 

Duce Seeks New Plan. 

Before Eden's appointment, Musso- 
lini instructed Ambassador Vittorio 
Cerutti at Paris to tell Premier Laval 
that Italy is ready to consider any 
new peace proposals. Similar infor- 
mation was given to British Ambassa- 
dor Sir Eric Drummond here. 

Presumably this was a gesture to 
put Italy on record as indicating a 
conciliatory atitude before military ac- 
tivities are intensified. The offer is 
practically meaningless since it was 
stressed that any future peace plans 
must take Italy’s minimum demands 
into consideration as starting point. 

Italy has been making huge pur- 
chases of petroleum during the past 
few days, indicating expectation of a 
League oil embargo.

FRANCE SEES FIRMNESS 
IN ENGLAND’S CHOICE 

PARIS, Dec. 22.—(UP)—R. An- 
thony Eden's appointment as British 
foreign secretary dooms efforts to end 
the Italo-Ethiopian war by concilia- 
tion, French officials believed tonight. 

Although the news was received fav- 
orably from the point of view of gen- 
eral European policy, apprehension 
was expressed over future efforts to 
reach a compromise settlement on the 
war. 

This view has been forecast by the 
press. The semi-official Temps _ re- 
marked when Sir Samuel Hoare came 
here to collaborate with Premier Pierre 
Laval on the ill-fated Franco-British 
proposals that it was satisfying that 
Hoare was in charge instead of Eden, 
who is a determined sanctionist. 

Rather Impetuous. 

The newspaper Intransigeant has 
been hoping for several days that Ne- 
ville or Austin Chamberlain would be 
appointed because Eden “has shown 
on various occasions an impetuosity 
that is scarcely diplomatic.” 

“Furthermore,” L’Intransigeant re- 
lated, “if what is told is true, he 
has an irritating recollection of his in- 
terview with Mussolini at Rome.” 

The reference was to reports Mus- 
solini refused to take the youthful 
Britisher seriously and as an equal 
when Eden visited him last June.

Mrs. Gould, you remember, was one of the distinguished women 
who came to Atlanta last May at the invitation of Dr. Thornwell 


Jacobs to receive a degree at Oglethorpe University.

luncheon given by Dr. Jacobs in honor of his guests that Sally had

the pleasure of meeting her and 
her son, who accompanied her 
here. The degree of doctor of 
letters was conferred upon Mrs. 
Gould, who has long been a 
prominent figure in New York’s 
literary circles. She is the au- 
thor of “Ipswich: 300 Years 
Gone By” and “If a House Could 
Talk,” in addition to numerous 
short stories and sketches. 


The frontispiece of “Winged 
Journeys” is a lovely sepia-toned 
photograph of Mrs. Gould, which 
is signed by her full name, Cora 
Smith Gould. And significant of 
the beautiful love existing be- 
tween her and her son is the 
dedication: ‘‘To my beloved son, 
Ormond Valentine Gould, and to 
the memory of those loved ones 
who have taken their last winged 
journey.” The foreword is in 
the nature of a loving tribute to 
the author by Benjamin Francis 
Musser, acclaimed ‘First Poet 
Laureate’ in New Jersey in 1934. 


The poems are grouped under 
two heads: “Journeys That Col- 
or Thought” and “Journeys 
Through the Heart.” The first 
group deals with ker travels 
throughout the world, and pre- 
sents sensitive word pictures of 
the sea, the mountains, quaint 
towns or great cities. The sec- 
ond part is more personal and 
emotional and in these verses the 
poet sets down the tender, gra- 
cious thoughts of a generous, 
compassionate heart.

“How do some people always man-

& correspondent who says she has had 
so many deadpan parties that she ge‘s 
the jitters at the mere mention of en- 
tertaining. A woman who gives par- 
ties habitually and successfully says 
she has reduced entertaining to a sci- 
ence, with a formula and everything. 
Here’s hers: If it is to be a small 
party, invite a congenial group; if a 
large one fill the house. Make prepa- 
ration that doesn’t strain the back or 
the pocketbook. Plan ahead the most 
minute detail of menu, service and en- 
tertainment. When the door-bell rings 
forget the mechanics of the menage 
and give yourself over to enjoying 
your own party. Be casual and cor- 
dial and the guests will be Gomforta- 
ble. Let your conversation be natural 
and easy and the guests wili follow 
suit. 


There is something miraculous in 
the way the atmosphere of a home 
is pervaded by the personality of the 
woman who presides over it. One 
might suppose that the guests’ con- 
tribution to their entertainment 
would put over a party; but the 
guests can’t make their contribution 
unless the hostess releases their in- 
hibitions which most people have 
when they go a-partying. There is 
an old saying that we take our good 
time with us wherever we go, or we 
don’t. Quite right, but all of us 
have had the experience of taking 
our good time to a party and hav- 
ing the hostess take it away from 
us. 


A lot of parties fail to click because 
the hostess is attempting to stage a 
show in the name of hospitality.

When the com- 
pany comes every nook and cranny of 
the house has been cleaned, even the 
books that are seldom touched have 
been taken down, dusted and returned 
to the morgue. Every piece of silver 
and brass has been shined, though per- 
haps it hasn’t seen polish since the 
last party. The menu has been made 
up of dishes that dumbfound the serv- 
ants who are accustomed to meat, 
bread and two vegetables. The lady 
of the house has had to work like a 
turk cleaning. cooking, coaching the 
hired help. She has given no thought 
to the entertainment of her guests be- 
yond stuffing their craws and impress- 
ing them with her efficiency as an ex- 
ecutive. There isn’t a chance for her 
to be cordial or casual with them. 
which she must be if they are to en- 
joy themselves. Planned for pleasure. 
the party is a big pain. The blue funk 
that attacks many a hostess is the 
result of false pride that has got her 
into a state of mental and physical 
exhaustion. 


The clicking is usually the result 
of a sensible planning, the hostess 
self-possession and the assembling of 
a congenial crowd.

FLYING OVER PAGHIC 


‘China’ En Route to Hono- 
lulu and ‘Philippine’ Com- 
ing Toward America. 


ALAMEDA, Cal., Dec. 22.—(?)— 
Giant planes were flying both ways 
across the Pacific tonight, carrying 
holiday cargo as well as mail between 
California and the Orient. 

The China Clipper left Alameda 
for Honolulu at 3:15 p. m. (6:15 p.' 
m., E. S. T.) with 500 pounds of air 
mail and the first load of trans-Pa- 
cific air express, 150 pounds. 


Her sister ship, the Philippine 
Clipper, left Guam at 6:45 a. m. Mon- 
day (3:45 p. m. Sunday, E. S. T.) 
for Wake island, en route to Ala- 
meda with mail and supplies for Pan- 
American Airways stations in mid- 
Pacific. 

The service marked the beginning 
of a new era for the somnolent little 
islands on the ocean air route. At 
the same time the international date 
line threatened complications for the 
Christmas celebrations of the fliers, 

Forgotten Places. 

Less than a year ago these islands 
were still among the forgotten places 
of the world. At the largest of them, 
ships stopped perhaps every few 
months, maybe not oftener than once 
a year at the smallest. 

Now an ocean-going plane, only a 
few hours out of the Orient or the 
United States, drops in upon them 
every few days. 

The China Clipper. with the vet- 
eran Captain E. C. Musick in com- 
mand, is due to reach Honolulu, 2,400 
miles away, tomorrow morning. It is 
scheduled to fly another 1,323 miles 
to Midway islands Tuesday, Cbhrist- 
mas Evé. 

To Play Santa Claus. 

There Captain Musick will don a 
Santa Claus costume and bear Christ- 
mas trees and gifts to the two chil- 
dren and a dozen adults there. 

In flying from Midway to Wake 
island, a matter of 1,191 miles and 
only about eight hours, the Clipper 
crew advances its calendar one day. 
It may leave Midway December 25, 
but it cannot arrive at Wake before 
December 26, no matter how fast it 
flies. But Musick will don his Santa 
stit there and repeat the performance 
regardless of the date. 

By the same token, the Philippine 
Clipper may be able to celebrate two 
Christmas Eves in succession. 

On schedule, it would spend a few 
hours on Wake island December 24, 
and possibly cross the date line back 
to December 23 in flying to Midway. 
That would mean another Christmas 
Eve at Midway and Christmas Day 
in Honolulu.

Nationally Known Author, 
Newspaperman Dies at 
Lake Forest Home. 


CHICAGO, Dec. 22.—(/)—Slason 
Thompson, 86, nationally known au- 
thor, playwright and newspaperman, 
died at his home in suburban Lake 
Forest today. 

Thompson wrote a biography of 
Eugene Field, the poet, and a num- 
ber of plays and books dealing with 
American railroads. His death was 
attributed to infirmities. 

Born in Fredericton, New Bruns- 
wick, Thompson was educated at the 
University of New Brunswick. He 
practiced law in the Canadian prov- 
ince from 1870 to 1874, when he was 
admitted to the California bar. 

He began his newspaper career with 
the San Francisco Morning: Call in 
1876 and became a reporter for the 
New York Tribune two years later. 

As western representative of the 
New York division of the Associated 
Press, he entered the Chicago news- 
paper field in 1880 and: a year later 
became one of the founders of the 
old Chicago Herald. He held editorial 
positions here until 1889, when he 
became director of the bureau of rail- 
way news and statistics, a position 
he held until his retirement in 1903.

THE THREE NO-TRUMP 
RESPONSE. 


Over an opening suit bid of one by 
partner, a take-out of three no-trump 
begins where two no-trump leaves 
off, but, as is the case in determining 
between one and two no-trump, it 
must be noted that there is more 
than a shade of difference between 
these bids. In other words, where 
the two no-trump take-out showed a 
minimum of 2 1-2 honor tricks, a three 
no-trump response must, as a mini- 
mum, contain at least one full addi- 
tional trick, or 3 1-2. Moreover, the 
three no-trump' take-out should be 
used for only one distribution, name- 
ly. 4-3-3-3, and must contain a stop- 
per in the three unbid suits (other 
than partner’s). 

Examples of three no-trump bids 
over partner’s one diamond:

While a three no-trump take-out is 
not a demand that partner bid again, 
obviously it shows slam possibifities 
by simple high card placing. The first 
bidder should rebid when he holds 
substantially more, in either honor 
tricks or distribution, than his open- 
ing bid advertised. 

An Even Guess Plus. 

The hand shown today is of the type 
that contains a sheer guess as to the 
proper play. But there usually is a 
psychological angle to such guesses, 
and the declarer fell back on this as 
his deciding factor.

CREATED BY BRITAIN 


JERUSALEM, Dec. 22.—(Palcor

The communique states that if any 
section of the Palestinian population 
refuses to participate in the elections 
of members of the council, the high 
commissioner is empowered to nomi- 
nate British officials or other repre- 
sentatives to sit on the council. 

This clause was considered of un- 
usual significance in view of the re- 
jection by Jewish leaders of the gov- 
ernment’s proposals, and in view of 
the statement made earlier in the day 
by Dr. Chaim Weizmann, president 
of the World Zionist organization and 
the Jewish Agency for Palestine, that 
the Jewish community would not par- 
ticipate in the establishment of the 
legislative council.
